Cas Blast in Airport Sewer

Persons without business at the Municipal airport at Hapeville 
have been asked by military officials to remain from the vicinity to- 
day, following a gasoline explosion near the roadway leading to the

Unlike the Japs, they do not 
tremble at / mention of the more 
than 60 tons of fighting airplane 
which is the B-29, the most power- 
ful aerial weapon ever devised. 

They know, these men of the 
test crews, that when a B-29 rolls 
off the assembly line of the Bell 
Bomber Plant, situated adjacent to 
this airport, the ship has been 
checked, double-checked, inspected 
and re-inspected, from fabrication 
to subassembly to final assembly 
to preflight. 

They know the ship is mechani- 
cally perfect, that it was designed 
and built to fly, and that it will 
fly—and fight. They know the 
huge ship will take to the air with 
eagerness, ready and anxious to be 
at its business of flying great dis- 
tances at great heights to crash 
bombs on enemies who would en- 
slave free peoples of the world. 

But you're a lucky eivilian, in- 
vited to ride on an initial flight. 
For you the moment is neither 
casual nor routine. For you it is 
a@ supreme thrill. Let's tag alon 
with a test crew, and e wit 
them. ; 

There’s the pilot, a lanky guy 
named F. W. (Cotton) Cuttrelle. 
The nickname Cotton comes from 
the fact he was born one of those 
whiteheaded kids. Before joining 
the Bell organization, he operated 
a seaplane flying service, and flew 
ships for Ford and Consolidated- 
Vultee Aircraft. He’s been flying 
15 years. 

That's a comforting thought. 


There’s the co-pilot, name of 
Carl E. Wuertele, former Colorado 
football star, Until recently he was 
a major in the Army, flying the 
B-29’s baby brother, the B-17 Fly- 
ing Fortress. He was shot down in 
the Solomons. He holds many 


medals and citations. 


There are the other members of 
team: W. C. Judson, flight 
engineer; C. H. Brady, instrument 
man; Vie Ziminski, radio engineer, 
and Jimmy Simpson, flight me 
chanic. 

Fou're a lucky civilian, sitting 
in the nese of the ship. It's the 
bombardier’s seat, and it’s called 
the “greenhouse.” It's painted 
green, and it’s all windows, plate- 
glass and plexiglass. The w is 
excellent. 

You’re wearing a parachute, as 
are the others on the ship. The 
four engines have been warmed 
up. Various mechanical checks 
have been made. In a moment 
you will be ready to take off. 


Cotton holds a sheet of ruled 
paper in his hands. This is the 
“crab” sheet, or “squawk” sheet. 
On this is itemized the minor me- 
chahical troubles that must be cor- 
rected before the Army buys the 


ship. The test flight itself is to 


check the plane’s functions’ under 


_actual flying conditions. 


Cotton: Jud, let's squawk this 
right rudder pedal. It’s about an 
inch forward when trialing.” 

Judson: “I got it.“ 

Cotton: “Roger!” 

A squish-squish sound is heard. 
It’s a grease gun in the hands 
of a greund crew mechanic. He is 
putting last-minute touches on the 
engines, those feur marvels of 
2,200-hersepower each, 

Cotten: “Let’s get this baby up. 


{If she’s a good ship, we'll bring 


her dewn in a couple of hours.” 

Wuertele: Twe hours ought te 
be about right.”

You sit in the nose and listen to 
the men talk. You think of the

The ship moves out along the 


airstrip. On the right is the con- 
trol tower. Kennesaw mountain 
is visible in the distance. The 
sun is shining. The day is clear. 

You realize it is Thanksgiving 
Day, wonder about turkeys and 
dinners and if the meal you have 
not eaten will stay down. 

The ship taxies along a runway. 
It's a long runway, long as a trou- 
blesome dream. The plane pro- 
ceeds to the far end, and then 
turns around. 

Cotton’s left hand grips the 
throttle. There is a surgé of ter- 
rific power. The plane chases 
along the runway, doing better 
than 100 miles an hour. This is 
the takeoff. In a moment the ship 
will be in the air for the first time

TROPICAL PLANT

The chayote is already a 
popular fruit on the New 
York market. It is commonly 
found in growth in tropical 
climates of Florida and south- 
ern California and the tropics.

Those who escaped the sinking 
said they saw the four standing to- 
gether, handing out life belts from 
a chest—and then when the chest 
was empty, each removed his own 
life belt and passed it out too.

Sakellariou escaped from Greece 
April 27, 1941, on the plane with 
the British Gen. Sir Henry Mait- 
land Wilson. He left the Greek 
port of Nauplia 15 minutes before 


German troops hit the city. 


He was in Crete until May 28, 
when that island fell, and from 
there he went to Alexandria, 
Egypt, to command the remnants 
of the Greek Navy which joined 
the British fleet. His 
ships operated in th 
nean, Atlantic and ian ocean. 
He came to the United. States in 
1943 on a special mission of the 
Greek government. 

Adm. Sakellariou served 42 
years in the Greek Navy, after re- 
ceiving his commission as ensign 
in 1906 from the Cadet College, 
Greece's Annapolis.

Georgia Marines Survive 
Heavy Fire of Japanese 


“I knew I was going to be hit as soon as the Japs threw that 
mortar barrage at us,” said Marine 
Austell, recounting his experience at Saipan from a Navy 


in the. Pacific. 

“We had it plenty tough from 
the day we landed. Those Japs 
seemed to know just where we 
were. Actually, they didn’t. Be- 
fore we had ever landed, they had 
registered every distance down to 
an inch from their mortar and ar- 
tillery positions on top of Mt. To- 
patchau. 


“We kept moving against their 
positions, knocking them out with 
machinegun fire, hand grenades, 
flame throwers, and anything else 
that might come to hand when we 
needed it. A lot of us killed Japs 
in a.hand-to-hand fight, either 
with bayonets or combat knives. 

“And then we had it easy for a 
couple of days. The Japs were 
retreating so fast that they didn’t 
give us too much resistance, And 
we were following them at such 
a rate that the mortars and ar- 
tillery on top of the mountain 
could never register accurate fire. 
However, we knew there would 
be a time when the Jap unit we 
were chasing would stop and make 
a fight of it.” 


The enemy mortar barrage be- 
gan suddenly. As Bates says, 
“When I got hit, I didn’t realize 
it until later. A hospital corps- 
man came over, started to fix me 
up, and I kept wondering why. 
Then he showed me the blood.” 

Completely recovered now from 
his injuries, the Georgia leather- 
neck participated in a ceremony 
the other day in which he received 
the Purple Heart from Lt. Gen. 
Holland M. Smith, commanding 
general, Fleet Marine Force, Pa- 
cific.

Nahlik also has made several 
sensational captures of J. D. Lee, 
a life-term convict, who several 
times has challenged Turner’s rec- 
ord for breaking out of chain 
gangs. 

Credit for solving Atlanta’s 
most brazen robbery—the looting 
of a bonding office safe next door 
to the police station of $5,200— 
went to Nahlik and Detective J. 
J. Chester. They arrested two 
men who admitted the robbery 
after 24 hours of constant grilling.

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China Reorganization 
Leaves Russia Cold 


MOSCOW, Dec. 2.—(#)—The Soviet government paper Izvestia 
declared today that the recent Chinese government reorganization 
had failed to ease “the tense internal political situation.” 


A long article reviewing the 
Chinese war situation said the Pa- 
cific war had drawn a large num- 


ber of Japanese troops out of 
China, yet the Chinese had done 
little or nothing to exploit this 
advantage, but instead, the Japa- 
nese were able to achieve offen- 
sive successes. 

Noting that Chinese contended 
this was due to lack of equipment, 
the article said objective foreign 
observers pointed out that the real 
reason for China's ineptness“ 
was continuance by reactionaries 
of a policy op to national 
unity. Such reactionaries are 
especially strong among Chinese 
army officers, Izvestia said. 

“As the result of the antidemo 
cratic policy of the ruling circles, 
the Communist part of has 
remained illegal and troops of a 


special district not‘only lack aid 


from the central government, but 
are even blockaded by the com- 
mand of reactionary generals,” the 
article said. 

‘Asserting that the Chinese Com- 
munists controlled more than 
§00,000 regular troops and more 
than 2,000,000 guerrillas, Izvestia 
Observed: “This is a big political 
force which cannot be ignored.”

a Municipal Association holds 
ts annual convention in Atlanta. 

The program has been stream-

executive secretary of the associ- 
ation, said. 

Gov. Arnall, P. Q. Bryan, city 
attorney of Moultrie; Eugene 
Cook, director of the state revenue 
department; George Hamilton, 
state treasurer and state housing 
director; Speaker Roy V. Harris, 
of the Georgia house of represent- 
atives; Oliver T. Ray, regional di- 
rector of the federal works agen- 
cy; Harmon, regional direc- 
tor of the federal treasury depart- 
ment’s procurement division; Rob- 
ert Strickland, president of the 
Trust Company of Georgia and 
chairman of the industrial panel 
of the Agricultural and Industrial 
Board of Georgia, and C. A. Col- 
lier, vice president of the Georgia 
Power Company, are among the 
speakers to appear. 

Mayor Hartsfield is president of 
the organization, which includes 
in its membership every Georgia 
city having a population of 5,000 
or more.

Julien Binford's Paintings 


In a recent issue of Life magazine you will perhaps recall six 
full pages devoted to colored reproductions of paintings by Atlanta’s 
own Julien Binford who was commissioned by Life to paint, as an 
historical record, New York harbor at work . The pictures 
are as alive, vivid and realistic as though the rea was viewing 
the scene in person. 

Julien’s art career is a fascinating story. After he graduated 
from Tech High school, he enrolled at Emory University, where 
he planned to study medicine. Very quickly, his professors, noting 
the skill with which he illustrated his anatomy notes, persuaded 
his father to give him an art education. Immediately Julien took 
up his studies with Roland J. McKinney, then director of the High 
Museum of Art. Mr. McKinney saw great promise in his student 
and used his influence in obtaining for him a scholarship at the 
Chicago Art Institute. Soon afterwards, Julien won the Edgar 
G. Ryerson traveling scholarship to the amount of $2,500 which 
carried him abroad for three years. It was during this time that 
he met and married the Countess Elizabeth de Vauti- 
bault, of Paris, France, who is a writer of note, and the daughter 
of Leon Bollee, famous ch inventor and automobile manufac- 
turer.

It seems altogether apropo that 
the beloved “Granny” should be 
the first sports writer ever to re- 
ceive the award which went to 
Lou Little, Columbia University 
coach, in 1943. Rice is perhaps 


the most liked sports scribe of all 


time because it has often been 
said of him that “he never wrote 
a line that harmed anyone.”

wards the first prerequisite to be- 
coming a sports editor on a Ten- 
nessee newspaper was the ability 
to write poetry passably well.

quest of the picture of Rice we 
also ran across a picture of the 
1919 Vandy’ team which included 
Josh Cody, captain of the eleven, 
and McGill, now editor of The 
Constitution.

But getting back to Rice, the 
award was one justly deserved for 
many years of faithful, accurate 
reporting of the passing panorama 
on the sports front; for mellow 
and colorful stories born of a 
background ‘enriched. through the 
seasons, and for great influence in

Don't put 
off checking your kennels for 
drafts and dampness—but, remem- 
ber, this doesn’t mean that the 
kennel should be stuffy and close. 
Ventilation is eid necessary and 
it’s preferable to let the fresh air 
in from a high place so that 
draft will not reach the dog. 
CAN STAND MUCH COLD 

Of course, a dog can stand a 
‘lot of cold it's teak leet how 
much—and tHey thrive tg that 
is, if the sleeping quarters are dry 
and if he gets the sort of food 
that sticks to his ribs, For the 
dog that stays outdoors the win- 
ter through, a storm lobby in his 
house is very desirable. It re- 
sembles the entrance hall in your 
own home and k him from 
going directly into his bedroom. 
f you are unable to provide this 
arrangement, hang a heavy sack 
or blanket over the entrance. And 
—do make up your mind where 
the dog will stay this winter. Don't 
keep him in a steam-heated house 
part time and in a chilly kennel 
the balance of the time. This is 
where you run the pneumonia risk 
and pneumoniae is usually a fatal 
disease among dogs. 

The dog’s bed should be given 
thought, too, whether he sleeps in- 
doors or out. It should be raised 
several inches from the floor and 
bedding provided. For the house 
dog—a small or blanket is the 
thing. Fer outdoor kennels, good 
— clean straw will keep his 

ess warm. Too, having some- 
to lie on, other then a hard 
surface, is desirable because it 


does away with worn elbows (ade 
phant skin), 


And with winter playing tricks, 
the health of your dog should be 
guarded carefully. There are so 
many things about a dog to watch, 
but if you keep your eyes open, 
you'll be quick to detect the first 
signs of illness. The state of a 
dog's health can be indicated by 
eyes, gums, appearance and tem- 
perature. The dog that’s feeling 
up to snuff has a fine appetite, 
loves to play, has bright eyes and 
an oily skin. A hot nose on a dog 
does not necessarily indicate fever. 
But if it persists more than 12 
hours, it’s a good idea to check. 


100% DEGREES NORMAL 


The normal temperature of a 
dog is higher than in humans. It 
should. be about 100% and is a 
reliable indication of abnormal 
physical condition. Concern is in 
order if the .temperature goes 
above 103. At 105 it is considered 
a high fever and over 107 the dog 
faces death. 

A convenient way to give liq- 
uids to a sick dog, especially a 
small breed, is to se an ordinary 
ear syringe. There’s no spilling 
then nor possibility of choking 
the patient. The syringe should 
be inserted in the side of the 
mouth, head slightly tilted up- 
ward, to allow the liquid to flow 
down the throat, and insure easy 
swallowtng. 

Study your dog. Keep him com- 
fortable. Use your head. When 
an illness becomes more than a 
passing ailment, consult your vet- 
erinarian and don't wait too long.

- Chocolate for U. S. 


While, by the natural order of things, lend- 
lease sends far greater supplies from this coun- 
try to our various allies, it is still true that 
ount of material and service furnished to us and 

to our forces overseas by reverse lend-lease, under which the other 
nations extend credit to us, to be debited against what we have 
extended to them. 

Just as a very small illustration in bookkeeping that marks its 
totals in billions, we of America can thank reverse lend-lease be- 
tween this country and Great Britain for the chocolate we con- 
sume this Christmas. Startling little commentary on international 
commerce in wartime, isn’t it? 

It came about because it developed that U. S. raw cocoa stocks 
would be, unless replenished, 46,000 tons below the normal working 
minimum by the end of 1944. When the British ministry of supply 
— this fact, that country undertook the making. good of the 

eficiency. 

Immediately, 12,500 tons of the raw cocoa were shipped to us 


from stocks in Britain. Another 25,000 tons was assigned to this. 


country from British West Africa, and the remaining 8,500 tons 
are being collected now from British stocks to be rushed over here. 
All of which totals a nice little sum in money value—dollars or 
pounds sterling—as reverse lend-lease to offset the material we 
have sent to Britain.

Legislation 

NEW YORK.—I wonder if you 
happened to see where Joe Pad- 
way, that eminent counsellor of 
crooks and white slavers in: the 
union racket, and attorney gener- 
al, so to speak, in the cabinet of 
the AFL, got up at the federa- 
tion’s convention in New Orleans 
and threatened a strike against 
two states of our glorious Ameri- 
can union.

for decisions made by their peo- 


ple at the polls. 


As an eminent constitutional ex- 
pert, I should like to point out 
that these states had a right to 
adopt these amendments to their 
respective constitutions and to dis- 
cuss some aspects of the situation 
which probably have not occurred 
to citizens less studiously concern- 
ed with such matters, == = 

The supreme law of the land is, 
of course, the United States con- 
stitution and the federal laws 
adopted by congress. All state 
constitutions and laws must con- 
form to the supreme law or yield 
to it in case of conflict. Now Pad - 
way is saying that the. will of the 
AFL is supreme and, in effect, 
superior to the constitution and 
laws of the U. S. A. 

These new amendments to these 
state constitutions violate neither 
the federal constitution nor any 
federal law. In fact, we have 
President Roosevelt’s solemn word 
that the closed shop, imposed by 
force of government, is repugnant 
to American ideals. He made that 
declaration in the fall of 1941 
when John L. Lewis was trying 
to compel a nonunion minority of 
coal m in certain diggings to 
join his union and was running 
a big strike, to the detriment of 
the national war effort, to com: 
pel this minority to come in. 

In that crisis, Roosevelt put in 
these words: 


“I. tell you frankly that the 
government of the United States 
will not order nor will congress 
pass legislation ordering a so-call- 
ed closed shop. The government 
will never compel this 5 per cent 
to join the union by a government 
decree. That would be too much 
— the Hitler method toward la- 

r.” 


Of course he violated that dec- 
laration, amounting to a vow, 
when it became inexpedient to ful- 
fill it. He did this by a trick, re- 
ferring the problem to one of his 
fall-guys who pondered deeply and 
then brought in a verdict impos- 
ing on the un ig miners. ex- 
actly the condition that Roosevelt 
had rejected and denounced as 
Hitlerian. 


So the closed shop was inflict: 
ed on these citizens by force ot 
the Roosevelt government but you 
will observe that this was done 
by the decision of an agreeable 
ideologist and not by authority or 
any portion of the supreme law 
of the land. To this very hour, no 
part of that supreme law denies 
the right of any state to forbid 
the closed shop. However, the 
War Labor Board and other bu: 
reaus have arbitrarily imposed it 
or the maintenance-of-membership 

ing in most of the big war jobs. 
Notwithstanding Roosevelt’s con-

ward la ureaucrats have 
just bulled these Hitlerian devices 
through by bluster and pressure, 
, for their authority, on 
that which Francis Biddle, the at- 
torney general, vaguely but om 
inously, referred to as the Presi- 
dent’s aggregate war powers. 


In New Orleans, Padway said 
that if Florida and Arkansas try 
to enforce these new constitution- 
al amendments, AFL printers will 
strike to silence the American 
free press and union brick layers 
— refuse to lay bricks and so 
orth. 


Of course if the law officers of 
these states should wilfully fail 
to enforce the amendments that 
would be a serious violation of 
their oaths and the effect would 
be anarchy. Inasmuch as Padway 
knows this to be the case, that 
appears to be the desire of this 
friend of President Roosevelt. 


This sums up to a case in which 
an imported American citizen pate 
above the supreme law of the land 
and of these two states the wil] 
of a handful of union politicians, 
They are a private group, them- 
selves, and Padway has no stand- 
ing, even as a union official. He 
is just a lawyer in specialized un- 
ion practice, who always poses 
as a labor leader, however, and 
has been allowed to get away 
with this act for years by Roose- 
velt, congress and many state. leg- 
islatures.

In Las Vegas, N. M., perhaps 
half that number could have been 
counted, in passing. Many of them 
were known to him, personally; 
others in a sort of hit-and-miss 
manner, yet he believes he got a 
good cross-section view of the 
‘average American soldier. And 
especially his view of the church. 
He would say that not more 
than five per cent got up/on Sun- 
day mornings and made ready to 
attend any sort of services what- 
ever. Just what the reason was, 
he is unable to identify in a fool- 
proof statement, but the mere fact 
that not more than five per cent 
did attend the camp chapel or 
some downtown place of worship 
remains an amazing truism. He 
does not believe it was because 
many of them were not taught, 
during childhood, to attend a Sun: 
day morning service, for numer- 
ous of these soldiers were made to 
do so, or went of their own free 
will, Many were still deeply re- 
ligious, despite their failure to at- 
tend services. 

Perhaps it was because they 
were away from home, many of 


They were tired out, drilling three 
to five hours a day, remaining 
long periods on the rifle range, 
making cross-country hikes, spend- 
ing days on bivouacs. They had 
been catapulted into a strange 
new world, a world of rigid rules 
and routine habits. Their duties 
were m 
be toed, not only on the minute, 
but in a meticulous and impecca- 
ble manner, Army routine left 
them little or no time for writing 
to. the folks back. home, for remi- 
niscing on the good old days they 
had recently left behind them, 
perhaps forever. They were mak- 
ing new friends, seeing new sights, 
learning the rules and regulations 
of a new order, a world many of 
them rebelled against, and bit- 
terly. 

A war was being fought; it was 
up to-each individual soldier to 
do his share towafd winning it.

Sunday was their only day off, 
their only day in which they could 
catch up with’a thousand and one 
little duties. They felt, in almost 
all cases, they could be just as 
good a Christian in their busy bar- 
racks as on the front pew of any 
church, These are the reasons we 
like to assign for their church- 
going failure. 

Mr. Stroup seems to speak from

Art's Problems 
Are Surveyed 
By an Artist 


MODERN DILEMMA IN 
ART. By I. J. Belmont, New 
York. Harbinger House. 279

The color music painter and au- 

thor, I. J. Belmont, deserves much 
credit for this book. There is no 
doubt that his book will bring rep- 
ercussion from some art groups, 
as well as sympathy and under- 
standing from others. The author, 
as he states, is well aware of this 
fact. 

It is somewhat of a scientific 
approach into the field of art, al- 
though to a large extent the book 
is essentially comments on what 
writers have said about art. Music 
has been the author's inspiration. 
Thus, it is easy to understand why 
he feels that art in the true sense 
is the work of an artist “who 
paints solely from imagination, in- 
spired by ideals of life embodied 
in poetry and music.” This art he 
considers to be abstractions and 
inspiration from nature. 

Comparisons and evolutions are 
made and some conclusions are 
reached. The Spanish master, EI 
Greco, is admitted to have had a 
strain of genius: whereas, Modig- 
liani is considered bait put out by 
clever art dealers and Van Gogh 
“overrated.” 

Belmont discusses the painter 
among the philosophers and psy- 
chologists, color music, the physics 
of color, and music and the fourth 
dimension. Walt Disney's Fanta - 
sia” is cited as a pioneering exam - 
ple of color music even though it 
does not come up to the standards 
set by the author.

Urging “dynamic research,” she 
said as an example such research 
had disclosed that in Atlanta the 
“present investment in Negro 
school property is only 6.6 per 
cent of the total. Only $37.50 is

A world-wide business boom 
with jobs for all: Here an 


expert explains how we can 
make this dream come true 


FEW weeks ago, I visited a factory 

which holds the real promise for your 
future. It wasn’t much of a factory by 
modern industrial standards. It was just 
a one-story, wooden building, with a dirt 
floor and wood beams overhead, between 
which filtered enough daylight to permit 
the men and women workers to operate 
the out- of- date machinery. Production 
was slow, and the products imperfect. 

But this factory was in China. It was 
owned by Chinese and operated by Chi- 
nese workers. And that is éxactly why it 
holds such great promise for you. 

You may wonder what on earth a little 
Chinese factory has to do with you. The 
answer is that it represents the germ of 
industrialization in China. It is going to 


take the industrialization of China and of 


other lands now considered non-industrial 
to assure us here at home the standard of 
living that we want after the war. 


WE wit have to do half again as much 
business after the war as we did in most 
prewar years if all the people in this coun- 
try, including servicemen and those who 
didn't work before, are to be kept busy at 
decent jobs with decent wages. That much 
business would give us the kind of lives we 
want. It would provide each of us with 
one-third more goods and services than in 
even the best prewar years. Obviously, to 
keep up this business, each of us would 
have to spend that much more — and to 
spend it, we would have to gain it. 

Can we do it? There are many obstacles. 
But I think we can. I believe we will. 

The war has helped to gear us to a 
higher rate of production and consump- 
tion. People have taken new jobs, learned 
new skills. They have earned more money, 
and their wants have increased with their 
incomes. Jim Smith, for instance, who 
went from a Southern hill farm to a ship- 
yard, wants things today that he never 
thought about back in the hills. 

He will still want them after his war job 
ends. Of course, his shipyard will probably 
close down when war orders stop. But Jim 
Smith has become a skilled worker. He 
and his bosses have gained the experience 
that makes for efficient factory produc- 
tion. If ships are not needed, they have 
what it takes to make something else. 

But to keep our expanded industry 
busy we must also look to the Jim Smiths 


of other parts of the world. To do that, 
we will have to encourage other peoples to 
build healthy industries, so that the Jim 
Smiths of China and Russia and South 
America may learn industrial skills, and 
thus earn more, and become customers for 
more and better goods from us. 

Many Americans used to fear that when 
we helped another country to become more 
highly industrialized, we were creating 
competitors who would hurt our own busi- 
ness. Experience has shown that it doesn’t 


work that way. Canada is a good example. 


As her industries have grown, her people 
have earned more money and have bought 


more goods. And sales of U.S. products 
to Canada have boomed. 


Suppose you make pots and pans. How 
can it help you to have somebody in Can- 
ada or China start making them, too? Of 
course, by increasing earning power in the 
other country, it adds to the demands 
there for pots and pans, But they have 
their own factory, so you don’t get that 
business. But American industry is sup- 
plying that ne foreign industry with 
machinery, tools, materials. That keeps 
other Americans busy, keeps their earning 
power high, keeps up the demand for pots 
and pans here at home. 

To meet war needs, America has 
brought steel production to an unbeliev- 
able high, performed miracles in producing 
machinery for war plants. If we are to do 
as much business after the war as people 
who know say we must, makers of steel, 
machinery and other heavy goods must 
have new outlets to keep going full blast. 

That is why that Chinese factory I saw 
has such promise — it is the beginning of 
an almost limitless opportunity. If. as 
seems quite possible, China replaces Japan 
as the great industrial nation of the Far 
East, think of the millions of Chinese Jim 
Smits and the market they represent — 
for their own industry, and for ours. 


Anp what is true of China is true of 
other friendly nations. Of course, we must 
buy from them as well. But if we can 
maintain our high earning power, that 
should not be too much of a problem. 
They have many specialized goods and 
services to sell us. And we need many raw 
materials from abroad to prevent the 
depletion of our own natural resources. 
Tomorrow the world. That used 
to be a Nazi boast. To them, it meant a 
world to rule as so much slave-operated 
real estate. Now we can say, Tomorrow 
the world,” but with quite a different 
meaning. We mean a free world, in which 
men can live, trade, and prosper together.

Just after midday dinner, a group of prison- 
ers would climb up from the darkness of the 
hold to emerge into the dazzling sunlight 
and the fresh salt wind that blew persistently 
off the starboard quarter. Schon, the Ger- 
man noncom leading the clumping column 
would say, “Schin — beautiful.” 

Then, on A deck forward, accompanied by 
the wind blowing over the booms and the 
water slapping against the ship’s plates, the 
prisoners would begin to sing softly. A non- 


com, his long hair tied down with a handker- - 


chief, would climb atop the mast-table and 
lead the singing. 

So smoothly, so imperceptibly had the

that it was no longer a shock to bump into 
them on the ladders or to rub elbows with 
them in the companionways. The question 
asked so frequently when they came aboard: 
Could the Germans take over the ship?” no 
longer held dramatic interest. To be sure, 
the prisoners were so placed that they would 
have been at a strategic disadvantage if they 
had attempted to revolt, and the MP’s were 
always at hand with their impressive guns. 


They Were Licked 


Bur it was the attitude of the prisoners 
more than the odds against them that made 
us forget the question. Hans, Kari, Wolfgang 
and Heinrich, some pathetically young with 
flowing blond hair, some tough, old and bald, 
all seemed to have lost interest in regaining 
any battlefront under Hitler’s dipping ban- 
ners. They were licked and they knew it. 
The war was being forgotten in this crowded 
yet orderly life at sea, which in its way was 
a convalescence from the battlefield: Two 
meals a day, meals incredible to the Germans 
— as much bread as you wanted, real butter, 
and most wonderful of all, ice cream. The 
guards on the ship learned some of the 
POW’s had not had ice cream since 1940. 
They were surprised at the way Americans 
on a troopship eat. To them it seemed incred- 


ible that a country could go to war; total war, 
and still feed like this. How could such a 
country possibly lose? 

The Army adheres strictly to the terms of 
the Geneva Convention governing prisoners 
of war, acting on the knowledge that fair 
treatment is reciprocated in German prison 
camps for captured Americans. But Geneva 
Convention or no, it is hard to convince an 
American civilian that a German prisoner 
should have butter these days, when a grocer 
handles a quarter - pound bar as though it 
were a bar of gold. 
by their manner. A prisoner on KP duty 
accidentally dropped a crate of fresh eggs. 
To a German — and to Americans abroad as 
well — a fresh egg possesses the rare beauty 
of a museum piece and has a- much more. 
practical value. The German noncom made 
the prisoner realize this with a tongue- 
lashing that left the prisoner in tears.

ERE is a certain satisfaction in 
| going down in history as the 
author of a Plan — even if it doesn’t 
work. I envy Mr. Beveridge and 
Mr. Ruml and Mr. Morris and all 
the other planners. And, although 
nobody invited me to Bretton Woods 
last summer or to Dumbarton Oaks 
this fall, I have done a bit of plan- 
ning myself, It is the Holbrook Plan 
for Stabilizing Currency — and I 
don’t mean the currency that is 
bandied about by the billion at inter- 
national monetary conferences.

If he sucks his thumb, 


something is lacking 
in his life. Find out 
what — and supply it 


NE thing you shouldn’t worry 

about, pediatricians and psy- 
chiatrists agree today, is Baby’s 
thumb-sucking. What’s more, don’t 
worry the babe about it either — 
forcing him to stop can have bad 
results, like stuttering or other nerv- 


ous ailments. Here are a few facts 


and helpful hints to parents: 

Infants are born with certain 
instinctive reflexes. Sucking is one 
of them. Whatever satisfaction the 
baby doesn’t get from his feedings, 
he will naturally supplement with 
a thumb, forefinger, rattle, rubber 
toy, blanket — anything his mouth 
can touch. 


A Sure Sign 


Breast-rep or formula-fed, the 
baby who sucks contentedly and 
gets enough to eat, will give up 
thumb-sucking in due course of 
time — when other pleasures be- 
come more important. If the habit 
does become chronic in an older 
child, it is an indication that he is 
being deprived of something he 
needs. 

Sucking is often a safety valve for 


a child who is over-tired, anxious, 


frustrated, excited. Therefore, no 
matter how long it takes him to get 
over the habit, it is wrong to pull 
his thumb out of his mouth, make 
him wear thumb-protectors, scold 
him or swab his fingers with ill- 
tasting stuff. He needs the com- 
fort he is getting, until he finds 
something equally comforting to 
take its place. 

One thing that the baby thumb- 
sucker might need is increased physi- 
cal contact with his mother. Let her 
rock him and sing to him and pet 
him as freely as old-fashioned moth- 
ers did. Sometimes that will be 
enough to make him stop sucking 
his fingers of his own accord. 


Present-day baby doctors and 
psychiatrists also believe in pacify- 
ing a baby and letting him have 
something to suck—a clean rag, 
for instance, or a hard rubber toy 
that is big enough so he cannot 
swallow it. With common-sense 
treatment, the baby whose thumb- 
sucking is linked only with hunger or 
sleep, will outgrow the habit nor- 
mally. 

But sometimes a child of four or 
five or even six will continue or will 
go back to sucking his fingers. Just 
as in the case of an infant, this indi- 
cates that something is lacking in 


his life. 


Substitute for Affection 


One of the most vigorous thumb- 
suckers on record was an unwanted, 
neglected boy of four. Yet, when he 
went to nursery school where the 
teacher liked and petted him and he 
felt himself loved, the thumb-suck- 
ing stopped. It was a substitute for 
affection. 

This is an extreme case, But if 
your little boy or girl begins thumb- 
sucking again at the age for more 
mature pleasures, you should find 
out the why of it. Something is 
troubling the child's mind. 

So forget about the act of thumb- 
sucking for the time being. Get to 
work and discover what is making 
your child unhappy. When the cause 
is removed, the thumb-sucking will 
soon cease. 


Baby’s Mouth 


Arm don’t worry about the old 
theory that thumb-sucking will 
spoil the shape of your baby’s mouth. 
Most dental authorities agree that 
if your child stops by the time he’s 
four or five — and you ought to be 
able to talk him into stopping it 
voluntarily by then—the habit 
should have no permanent effect on 
his teeth or jaw. - 

Just remember: sucking is a de- 
vice of nature. If it continues too 
long, it’s a danger sign that some- 
thing is lacking in your child’s life. 
And it’s up to you to find out what 
it is.

Swindlers are. foiled 
by this fur detective: 
He knows their tricks 


New YORK society matron took one 
look at her expensive fur coat, which 
had just been cleaned by a department store, 
and gasped in dismay. A few seconds later 
she had the store on the telephone, announc- 
ing indignantly that her coat had been 
ruined, that it wasn’t even the same color 
as before. She demanded a new coat or its 
equivalent in cash. 
The worried manager promptly called 
in Max Bachrach — probably the only 


man in the world who makes his living 


as a “fur detective.“ In his laboratory, 
Bachrach analyzed the dye that had been 
used in the coat and discovered that the 
original dyer had apparently prepared a 
new dye formula to achieve the desired 
shade. The resulting mixture, he discovered, 
contained a metallic dye which did not pene- 


trate the hairs, and part of it was scraped . 


off in the cleaning. By proving the dyer was’ 
to blame, Bachrach saved the department 
store the price of the fur coat and the good 
will of the customer. 
: He’s an Expert 

Bacuracn, in the fur industry 38 years, 
became interested in fur sleuthing 18 years 
ago. To fit himself for hig work, he studied 
analytical chemistry, did special research in 


microscopy at Columbia University,-delved | 


deeply into the study of hairs, fibers and 
skins, and mastered the whole intricate 
science of fur dyeing. Equipped with this 
expert knowledge, he has golved to date 
some 3,500 cases. Clients come to him from 
as far away as Australia and South Africa. 
He is consulting specialist for the Federal 
Trade Commission, U.S. Customs officials, 
the New York State Department of Labor 
and the OPA. One of the nearly 600 labora- 
tory tests he uses —a hair-identification 
system — has been adopted by the FBI. 
By splitting hairs plucked from a fur coat 
in normal condition and studying them 
under a microscope, Bachrach can tell the 
kind of animal that bore them, the part of 
the world in which it lived, and the season 
of the year in which it died. 
Phony Fur Racket 


Bacnracu has a file of 5,000 microscopic 
slides of such hairs. He recently tripped up 
an illicit fur dealer who was selling coats 
made of relatively inexpensive baum marten 
skins as priceless Russian sable. The dealer 
had changed the color of the fur hairs with 
special wood dyes, using turkey feathers for 
brushes; he should have sold the product as 
“blended,” rather than natural. Bachrach 


detected the imposture by examining the 


hair under polarized light, which betrays the 
presence of dye. 

One of Bachrach’s most famous cases 
occurred when a wealthy woman entered a 
large New York department store, accom- 


_ panied by her lawyer, and displayed an ugly . 


SKIN SLEUTH. A slice of one 
tiny hair gives Bachrach a clue 


rash on her neck. She threatened to sue the 
store for $100,000, charging that the dyes 
in a fur coat she had recently purchased 
An hour later Bachrach started to work 
on the coat. He extracted some of the dye, 
found it harmless. Along with the dye, how- 
ever, he discovered some other chemicals — 
the ingredients of an expensive perfume. 
These also proved to be rion-irritating. Puz- 
soon had the answer to the riddle. When the 
dye and the perfume came in contact, they 
caused a curious chemical reaction that 
resulted in the rash on the woman’s neck. 
When she followed Bachrach’s advice and 
switched to another brand of perfume, the 
rash disappeared — along with her threat- 
ened $100,000 damage suit against

Surround 
the cake with popcorn candle- 
sticks. Dip big, red apples blos 
som-end-down — into sugar syrup 
right to their middles. Then quickly 
glue on the popcorn.

A True Story by GERALD MYGATT 


A tale of the “‘good old 


days,“ when an express 
trolley line threatened 
a city’s life and limb 


FATHER believed that God helps 
them that help themselves. He proved 
it when he blocked work on the Amsterdam 
Avenue trolley tracks in New York. How 
many lives he saved nobody knows. 
Amsterdam Avenue crosses Broadway on 
a long slant at Seventy-second Street. From 
there it heads north, straight as a taut 
string. At that time it had four streetcar 
tracks on it. The two in the center were for 
underground trolleys — so-called because 
the wire was strung in a slot between the 
rails instead of overhead. The two outside 


and use them for local trolleys and to use 
the two inside tracks for express trolleys, 
running through fast from Seventy-second 
to One hundred and twenty-fifth Street 
with only three or four stops, They couldn’t 
foresee any opposition to it, so they started 
tearing up the horsecar tracks and laying 
trolley tracks in their place — from Seventy- 
second Street north.

The opposition was immediate, but didn’t 
get anywhere. People wrote letters to the 
papers.

As headmaster of one of the largest 
boys’ schools in the area he went to see the 


streetcar people. They were polite but firm.

Volunteers from the Good Government 
Club and men from all over the city joined 
them. The police simply would not touch 
the men of the cloth. After a while the heads 
of the streetcar companies appeared. 

And then the newspapermen began to 
show up. It was a story now. A schoolteacher 
and a priest and some ministers were buck- 
ing the transit czars. Father continued to 
sit on the side of the trench. He had 
plenty of cigars. : 

My recollection is that the thing was set- 
tled that day. Work never was resumed. 
The newspapers were in on the fight now. 
Finally the outside tracks were ripped up 
again, all the way from Ninety-sixth back to 
Seventy-second. All Father had to say was, 
“God helps them that help themselves.“
